One of tbe rntuarkable things uboiit human nature Ih that we 
are so blind about things we see every day, and so perhaps it in not 
aarpriaing that it is only recently that tliara baa been any apprecia- 
tion anong men of the foot that tbeir wivaa and daogbtora Imto a 
pretty hnhl tipe of li— and that Ifcw ia not fUr. Wonen on tho 
farm ofton work from fonr in the morning till dark at night, and 
they work all the year round 'at that rato, and all day every day, 
without Sundny or holidsyi. and no vacationH Huiiiiner or wiuter, 
and no let-ups. The feeding and clothing and earing for the 
fsinily haf> to go ou juHt the hhdiu all the time, nnil tlie women 
folks, old and young have to atte-n<l to it. If sny farmer would for 
a week, at any but the very busiest time of year, notion how often 
it is that kia wife ia at work when ke ia aitting antoking or talking 
or reediag, be wonld be ao mbaaad of bfanaelf lltot ke wonld at lenat 
offer to do np the diabee eeery nigM. 

It ia tme that a great deal or the exoaaaive work of women ia 
needleH8, and that ignoiaiice and carelHesness and lack of thought 
takes up many hours eHih day and week. But the nan)e in true of 
any of our work, and it in not the fault of any one woman that nhe 
is not better trained or more careful TheHe things go in with the 
rest, and the fact remains that of all women on earth the farmer's 
wito ia probably tiM woiat overworked, and tbe moat poorly paid of 
labonra. 

A man likaa to tbink thnt a woman'a work ia aaay, and that aha 

can work longer hours without becoming ao tired. Such a man 
ought to try it once. He would find that lieuding over a stove, or 
8<-rubbing dirty clothes or sueejiing. and uiiuding a few fretful 
children all the nhilf , In hard iMiiipared to his lalxirs, and the proof 
of this is that women are su glad, when they can, to break into 
men'a work, either in the store, or the faetory or Ott tbe hxm. Bat 
yon oooldn't hire a man to keep konae. 

It ia probably impoaaiUe, fat tbe prooont atoto of tbinga, to 
make wootan'a life on tke farm very easy or pleaaant or ideal. But 
a great deal can be done by the men folks, and will be done when 
they once come to realize the situtati'in It ia not fight that things 
should he this way, even tho our motliers aud grand mothers did 
stand it. .\iid the men can help and nIiouIi! do so. 

It is hard to tell any other man just where to t>egin to help. 
Tkere are a lot of little things that only tlMoghtfalneaa at tbe right 
time can suggeat. Bat a few tbinga are earn— every nian ongbt to 
aaa to it that bia wife baa every oonvieniaMO in ber kitohen tbat phe 
wanto and be dnn afford, and every labor earing machine in raaicb. 
He should see that things are arranged so that she does not have to 
take any niinecesKary stejm, and that she has plares where every- 
thing she needs can l)e kept handily And every day the man should 
see that the wcx>d and wati i ate there and that the tasks she asks for 
are done, and in geueral that slie ilues not have to do extra work 
because of his Is/iness. 

Bat moat of all, the men should uae tbeir braina. Think 
and watah. and aaeh will see a lot of little Ibiafi tbai will make tke 
woman's life eaaier— and that will take little or no trouble. And 
every man owea it to bia wife, or his mother or daughter — to what- 
ever women folks are doing his work, tha! their work shouM be Joat 
aa easy aa be can make it. It w ill be hard enough at beat. 



CHILDREN AND CROPS. 

Cro(>8 are way behind this veer. Efery band that can be fonnd 
can be piotitably used ia tbe •elde and it ta very hard to have the oorn 

and other crops set back by allowing any one who can work to ijuit. 
So, when the public schools opened, there were very few children in 
aktondanoe. 

There ia a good deal to be said in favor of the man wko keeps 
his children oat of school to make a crop. They have got to live, and 
tbe boMer tbe etno ia, the bettor tbaif .liviag will b« And now ia 
llw UgM vksa It bna got to be de n e n few daya now ooani fbr man 
tbna al any Infer time. 

Bat, atop a minoto! Wbal ia the moot Important crop you are 
raiaing Mr. Farmer, oorn or children And w hat is the more impor 
tant for the children as they grow up, a little extra food or a little 
extra learning? Which will last the longest, whii li do the most goody 

Of oourse, you think a lot more of your children than of your 
erop. And, of ooarae, yoa believe that brains are worth more than 
corn. One of Berea's taaohera waa speaking down in the Blue Oraaa 
laat areek, and when he had finiabed a stato senator who waa id tbe 
aodiaaee got np and aaid be woold fondly give np bia $10,000 farm, 
if be oonld teve thnt toao h ata odnoatioa. And the edueation waa 
gotten in n few yanra, too. We all know that edaoation ia the beat 
wealth. ^ 

Why not act on that belief r Why not have the children In 
school instead of in the cornfield t The first weeks are a more criti- 
cal time in school than they are in tbe field. The crop of brains 
needa more careful attention than the oorn does. And there will 
be enough of your crop to keep your family thrn tbe year, aran 
witbont tbe help of tbe children jnat now. * For every day that a 
ebild pate In in the flelda, when be or abe might be ia school, that 
child is losing part of tbe ednantlon and wisdom that he or she 
might have to use thruoul life, just for the sake of a little more corn. 
That is a poor bargain for the cliiltl, and the only g(N>d reason for 
keeping the children at home to work, in when a man ia more in- 
toreated in bia oorn than in bis children — when he tbinha more of 
bimaalf and bia wealth than of them and their future.

July 6, 1809. 
For the first tlnie .-Imve the rfc- 
oonirtractlon period an nmendment to 
the Constitution of the I'nlted States 
Is under way. The Senate today 
passed the bill providing for an am- 
endment to make tegal a tax on in- 
comes, and tke MB wlU now go to 
tke Houaa. It wth ak» ka pMrned 
there, aad wtB tkon kara to ke anb- 
mlttod to the atataa and raUfled by 
the legislature of thrsa fourths of 
them, before It can become part of 
the law of the bind. This U the 
first real move to make the 
rich men of the land bear their shars 
of the public burdens, which they 
largely aaeape ander prnmnt MMa- 
surea of i^iuMaa, and It to only on 
der great praaaare that tke SOaata 
haa made aoek a eenasaalon to thp 
poor people of the country. There 
win be a tremendous effort made by 
the rich men to prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the amendment by several 
btHtet. but there ia prstty good kopa 
that It wUl flaaUy be paaaad aad real 
reilei to tke poor tax pepera will 
then

completed by the Senate aiul the 
speeches on the corporation tax had 
bagnn, ganator Aldrlok wnat away 
tor n few dapa^ Taeatloa. (It la ru- 
mored tkat ka took a akact oeaan voy 
aaa.) It was evident to blm that 
tbe expreexed wish ot President Taft, 
together with tho hot tfiniK'iauire, 
would put an end to the debate, and 
be felt that the Senate would come 
safely to hia oooeluslon without his 
pruaim. M to aillflm that any lead- 
er haa bean ao awe that ke kad 
the Senato aader aoek abaotato con- 
trol that ha eould afford to tlo It ban 
and foot and go away for a rest. 

The event* Justified his ftjreslfiiil. 
The Senate listened without Interatt ' 
to the impaiiiiloui'd attack.i o£ Sen- 
ators Cumminc and Horah, who point- 
ed oat that President Taft had last 
oummer plainly atatad that ha preferr 
ed aa toeoBM tax to a aorporp t loa 
Ux.

Senator Bradley wai unwell durinK a 
portion ot the. weak.

Teaching the Scriptures at Thessa 
loni<K V.s 19. When Paul. Rllas 
and Timothy were driven from Philip 
pi they traveled Pfxithwi st alf)!)^ the 
rreat military road which leads to 
Rome, At ttie end of thirty three 
miles they reached Amphipolis. and 
thirty miles further along they rame 
to Apollonla. As neither < ity was of 
mm h Importance the throe mis 
slonaries continued lh«-ir Journey on 
to rtiessalonica, thirty seven miles 
distant, on the gulf of Salonica In 
Maiedonia 

Here was a .lewlsh synaROKue. and 
an easy o|ieniaf; for preuchlnR the 
t'ospel They remained In the syna 
I'M three week.i until tinallv 
driven away by the .lews Then they 
took u)) ttteir hfadquarters with Jonas, 
Just oufslde of the synagogue circle. 

Here Paul formed the nucleus of a 
larg? and nourishing church, chiefly 
coinpos' ii of ilentllea, and, although 
he suppoiied himself In part hy work- 
ins with his own hands, yet he re 
inaineil long enough to receive help 
twice from I'hillppi 

Paul had four methods of teaching 
the rtlble to the people. First, he 
"reasoned with them out of the 
Scriptures," basinK bis reasoning oh 
tme facta, which they accepted. Sec- 
oad, be unfolded the trutha of the 
Scrlpturea, and pointed out tbinga 
they had not noticed, or appllcatioaa 
which they had aot underatood. Paul 
aaa to them like the expert who 
points out to the poor farmer the rich 
mines of gold and sliver beneath the 
surface Third, he compared the 
Bcrlpture with acrlpture and with 
facta. Eapeclally did he show that 
Christ had suffered. This description 
was one of tue greateat difllcultles In 
the Jewish mind. It seemed impos 
sihle that the victorious king, who 
waa to reign forever, the Wonderful, 
the Counsellor, Everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace, whose kingdom 
was an everlasting kingdom. Incliiding 
all nation.-^. < mild be an humble teach- 
er who died on the cross Rut Paul 
showed them that only by suffering 
could Christ save from sin. and that 
by his havinc risen uKain from the 
dead. Jesus is a living and glorloua 
king. Fourth hy llTlng the Oospel. 
ao that they could Interpret Its mean 
tag by what he was and did. 

As a result of his labora in Thessa- 
lonlca some Jews believed, and con- 
sorted with Psul and Silas. The 
Greeks gathered In great multitudes, 
who were looking and hoping for a 
religious life 

The assault on Paul, Sllaa and 
Timothy was instigated by the "Jews 
wbich believed not " and were moved 
by Jealousy or envy, because they 
were declining and the Christians 
were growing. The Jews used the 
rabble, vile fellows, as their Instru- 
ments., and turning them Into a wild 
mob they "assaulted the house of 
Jason." with kIioiii the miaslonariea 
were lodging. The missionaries were 
not at home, but the mob dragged Ja- 
son and certain Christiana before the 
rulers, shouting, "These that have 
turned the world upaide down are 
coming hither aiao." 

The charge against th» mission- 
arlee was treason, for saying that 
there to another king, one Jcaua. The 
eaae charge waa uwda agaiaat Jeeus 
before PUata.

The simullane Miii acsussinslioD of 
the kins; and crown prince of Portugal 
consolidated instead of shattering the 
dynasi) When the mort republican 
of northern natioiiH severed its con- 
nection with the SwedlBh crown, the 
Norwegians Immediately i reuted a new 
mooarchy. Not even the influence of 
the students trained in tht' .\njerican 
oollege on the llosporus could give the 
republic a chance in Bulgaria. The 
glories of ancleat Hellas could not In- 
duce the modern Greeks to restore the 
republic. The present gen"ration has 
crowned new kinf;s in Servla and In 
Routuania Hii.>^>iiiiii revolutionists are 
toleiably ia<liciil. but no serious parti' 
and no sane politician has proposed 
to replHCf the tatocracy by a repub- 
llcsn president. Outside Kurope the 
anclaot nionan hj- of Japan has proved 
in victory what the Imperial throne of 
Chint has ijruvpd in Aefeat, the utili- 
ty of Ihe monarchical principle. Out- 
alde the American heitilspliere, there 
Sre to-day only two republics of note, 
tke ancient <onfedi'rac3r of the Swiss 
santons and the nut yet 40-yearoId

District In Which SOaOOO Were Killed 
Last Oaeember Again Rocked and 
the People Plea from the CItiea' 



Mossla*. Hsiy . Islkw a Itsly and 
Sicily where MO.OOO Utss wore loet 
December SO by the most torriflo 
osrthqnako in history, have again 
boon ahaken. and had Messina and 
Ragglo which ware laid in wasU at 
that time bOen rebuilt they no doubt 
would be doTastatod again Unlay. The 
full maasoro of daamga and lose of 
lite In tho now ahoek are not yet 
kaovn. 

It would seem that nature is de- 
tarmined to blot out Meaalna, but re- 
cently one of tho fairest cities In the 
world. Whna minor ahocks have been 
of frequent oeeurronoo in Sicily, In 
the last alx months thay became 
more serious and caused considerable 
alarm. The most severe quakes came 
at 7:20 and 7:25 and were similar to 
the fatal disturbances of Decembor, 
being accompanied by the aame roar- 
ing noises that added to the terror of 
that fateful night. The population 
again fled in fear, and cries of terror 
rent the air. The people hurried to 
the open places praying to the saints 
that their lives might be spared. 

It is Impossible to accurately de- 
termine the number of oaaoaltioa. 
Some of the reports ara akumtaft k*t 
they cannot be verified. 

So far as ii positivfly known only 
a few persons were hurt. One woman 
was killed by a falling wall, and a 
oblld was seriously Injured. Gradual- 
ly, as the confidence of the people re- 
turned, Messina had acquired a popu- 
lation of something over 26,000. but 
now the people again ara la terror 
and do not feel themaalvaa safe even 
In the temporary huta erected for 
their shelter, and have dad to the 
country, preferring the shelter of 
trees and caves to the danger from 
falling walls. They lack food and 
covering, and are campipC Mt !• (Itt- 
ful and deaolata groupa. 

Sailors, aOMIors and policemen 
have been aont out through the dis- 
trict to prevent looting and give cour 
age to the people. Between eight 
o'clock at night and 7:20 o'clock in 
the morning eight shocks were re- 
corded, and the instrument!^ at the 
observatory registered a total of ten 
shocks of varying severity 

The shocks t>otb here and at Reg- 
gie created a great panic among the 
people of these two cities. Walls of 
houaea not completely demolished In 
the vtaltation of December were 
shaken down, and the Inhabitants of 
the towns rushed from the streets. 

The earth shocks have lieen becom- 
ing more intense recently, and they 
were sufllclentiy severe to cause 
alarm. The shocks were undulating 
and vertical, and accompanied by deep 
roaring sounds. The flrst one was 
followed by an eiploalon like the roar 
of cannon, and lasted between eight 
and ton aeconds. it is said that this 
qunko was of greater severity than 
tbs fatal ona December tt.

Obedleiico and dUciplIno aro the 
foundation utones of the suceeaa Of a 
eoldler. according to all the authorl 
ties who }iid|[e solely by reeulta ob 
talned. l)lsoi>e<ili'nco of orders meaas 
dismissal frum 'he military academy. 
Dleobedience of direct orders to a 
thing practically unknown at the 
eohool. Infractiooa of regulirtioaa may In a 
sense be termed disobedience, but thev are never 
eo regarded In any of the world's schools. Boy 
nature would needs be remade If the rules of any 
Inatltutlon were to be kept to the letter of the 
tow. 

Dlsrlpline at West Point Is rigid to severity 
As far as disciplinary methods are concerned the 
eohool never changes. It Is the same to-day aa 
It waa In the days of Grant and Lee. 

Take a day at the academy and compare Its 
duties with those of aay other institution, no mat 
ter of what country, and It will )>• Keen that in 
eomparlaon to the cadets' labor the work of stu- 
dents at other schools Is but play. During ceruln 
months of the year there U little play at West 
Point Orill in the open air gireit the requlalte 
exerdie to keep the physique right, aad Ito (••• 
reatloD apparently there Is no need 

The routine has changed a little with the pas* 
Ing yearn, but In a jfeneral way tho day's pro- 
gTHni lit the academy In like this:

There are no recitations at the t'nlted States 
military academy on Saturday afternoons, and tht 
cadets are Klven what Is called "release from 
quarters," with pcrmlKslon to visit one another In 
barracks or to ro.nn about the reservation, ta- 
king good care, under pain of dlsiiilnsal. to keep 
from going off limits. 

Heleaso from guarters never couies for some 
cadetB The breaking of some small rule means 
oonflneinent to quarters or the wnlkhiK of extra 
guard tourn. The boy who unwittingly puts on 
a pair of white trousers having an Iron rust stain 
on till lu, iiiiil wears tbeui at drill or at dress pa- 
rade, «lll know no releano from quarterH for 
days. 

Should n speck of rust be found on his rltlo at 
Sunday nioriilng Insi.ecllon, ho will shoulder that 
rifle and walk two or more hours up and down 
iiirt area of barraclrt as a "sentinel without 
charge. •■ while his more fortunate comrades are 
expei ieiuliiK the ecstasy which comes from per- 
tuixHion to rumble about the parade grouad aad 
to view the hotel and otfegf MMMO d( tMHto* 
Uon from a distance. 

Upon occasion the cadets are given permission 
to call upon friends at the little hotel on the res- 
erratloa. If, however, a boy commits the enor 
mous offense of leaving the main parlor of the 
hotel to vUlt hto father or mother in another 
room, and the act should be dlscoviTed. he will 
aoTer see the Inside of that hotel a^aln until 
many weeks have rolled by and he ha.-i expiated 
bis crime by many extra tourti «f gu.ird duty In 
tho hroUlaff ana or aero weather or a Highlimda' 
>PiMar.
